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We all know that life is cheap in our society, yet 
some may be shocked to learn that death is anything 
but. 

Gone are the days when a person could simply keel 
over in the streets. The meat wagons of the middle 
ages have been replaced by plush cadillac herses and 
six-doored ‘bourgemobiles' for the next-of kin. 

Naturally, the cost of such extravagance is high. 
Once dead, a person's expenses fall into three main 
areas: casket, services, and cemetery plot. 

The Casket 

The Armstrong Funeral Home told the Daily that 
most of their clients spend close to $1,000 on a 
casket, and purchases as high as $6,000 are common. 
The minimum price is $425. 

Services 

Enbalming, 24 hour viewing, transportation and 
burial are considered ‘services.’ The average dead 
person should budget about $1,200 for these costs. 

Cemetery Plots 

Naturally, depending on location, size, and view, . 
the price of plots can vary enormously. The 
minimum price for a single plot is around $500, $700 
for a double. 

Saving Money 

For all those dead people who didn’t have fat life 
insurance policies, there are ways of saving money. A 
simple way to save is through cremation. This 
reduces the cost of a cemetery plot to around $150. 
Also, with cremation, one has the option of renting a 
deluxe casket for viewing purposes, and sending a 
less expensive one into the flames. 

One can also opt out of viewing services. This 
eliminates the cost of enbalming and greatly reduces 
the cost of services. 

' Overall Cost 

For a casket funeral with full services, the 
minimum one can spend is around $2,200. Accor- 
ding to the Montréal Memorial Park Cemetery and 
Funeral Home, most people spend closer to 
$5,000-$4,000.

Philadelphia, best known for its 
cream cheese, has a new claim to 
fame: The Dead Milkmen. 

Any listener of the Milkmen’s 
debut album Big Lizard in my 


The Necros, an Ohio-based ‘band,’ 
and Montréal's Countdown Zero, 
played a hardcore double bill last 
Thursday at the Rising Sun. 
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fresher poultry almost as cheap at the St. Laurent Meat 
. Catherine. Not for vegies. 
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Backyard will be bombarded with a 
wild assortment of styles and sounds. 
The fast beat and guitars remain con- 
stant throughout a variety of 
cowptnky and hardcore songs. 

Many of the songs on Big Lizard 
carry political and social messages. 


The Milkmen poke fun at the pre- 


judices, way of life, and political views 
of the conservative middle-class (in- 
cluding their parents). Cases in point 
are Tiny Town, which speaks of 
racism, and Right Wing Pigeons and 








Countdown Zero given second bill- 
ing, and second, what does Ohio know 
about genetics that should be conceal- 
ed from the rest of the world? 

The Necros looked a little too 
much like eunuchs to be believed. On 
stage, they're uncomfortably reminis- 
cent of heavy metal, The singer plants 
himself, braces his ample weight 
against the stage, buries the mike in 
his mouth, and belches forth a fury of 
unintelligible words. Meanwhile, the 
guitarists languidly wag their heads in 
time to the drummer's beat. This 
didn’t go over exceptionally well with 
the thrash pit crowd. 

Their appearance did not belie 
their music. For hardcore, they were 
mildly talented, but just too slow. By 
the time they were halfway through 
their 60 minute set, cries of “faster, 
assholes," could be heard from the au- 
dience, “Fuck off, we play the way we 
want to play,” was the band’s 
response, 

The Necros closed their short set by 
playing old Judas Priest riffs to avoid 
any encores. The crowd complied

It will be interesting to sce 
whether the Milkmen head in a more 
political direction, or stick to their 
current format. After a unfortunate 
incident wherein the singer had all of 
his clothing torn to shreds, the 
Milkmen may be left more concerned 
with financial matters than politics. 

In the meantime, Big Lizard is an 
excellent first album. It is at the same 
time unique and vaguely reminiscent 
of half a dozen other groups. With a 
fast, driving beat and a potpourri of 
songs that include punk-like ‘the- 
world-is-fucked’ ditties, quintissential 
silliness, and just about everything in 
between, The Dead Milkmen are un- 
predictable, different, funny, and ex- 
tremely enjoyable.
